1 . Claims 1-54 are pending in the present application. 

2. Claims 6, 7, 10, 11, 13, 16, 17, 18, 19, 22-28, 30-32, 38-40, 42-43, 46-48, 50, 52 
and 53 have been amended by a preliminary amendment filed December 12, 2001 .

3. The drawings were received on December 12, 2001 . These drawings are 
acceptable.

8. Claims 14 and 15 objected to because of the following informalities: the format 
of the claim is improper. The examiner suggests inserting a colon ":" after the word ; 
"comprising" to distinguish the preamble from the body of the claim. Appropriate 
correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

9. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 



10. Claims 20-30 and 44-51 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, 
being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter 
which applicant regards as the invention. 

Regarding independent claims 20 and 44, the following limitation is vague: 
"supplying apparatus" [note claim 20 lines 1-5; claim 44 lines 1-6]. The connection 
between the telecommunications network and the supplying apparatus is not clear. 
Claims 21-30 and 45-51 are rejected based on dependency.

Allowable Subject Matter 

11. Claims 1-13, 16-19, 31-43 and 52-54 allowed. The prior art of record fails to 
teach the combined limitations of independent claims 1 , 2, 33-43 and 52-54.
